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HE last three years in the history 
of the British Empire have been 
crowded with conspicuous 
events, beginning with the Boer 
war ultimatum of October, 1899, 

and ending, one “| say, with the 
coronation of ay | dward VII. and 
‘Queen Alexandra in August last. In- 
‘tense excitement has impregnated the 
very air, sorrow one day and joy. the 
mext, and we have indeed been | ving 
‘at high pressure. During the first 
stages of the war, anxiety over the many 
defeats and failures of British arms in 
‘South Africa filled the minds and hearts 
ofall, and when success came at last 
tthe country temporarily went mad with 
joy, and the jubilation that prevailed 
Was unprecedented. Then came the 
death of Queen Victoria and the acces- 
sion of King Edward to the throne, and 
after a year of more or less calm the 
great rejoicings at the conclusion of 
peace in June last. 

The culminating point was reached 
three weeks later, when on the eve of 
an event which was to have been full of 
gorgeous pageantry and when the whole 
country was seething with excitement 
in anticipation of the coronation of the 
King and Queen, came the news of the 
very serious illness of the King. Ina 
moment the whole aspect of things was 
changed. Inthe early morning of that 
memorable Tuesday we seemed to walk 
on air so light-hearted were we all, and 
there was apparently no cloud in the 
blue, but by noon all our expectations 
had been dashed to the ground and it 
was as if a tremendous thunderbolt 
had overwhelmed us all. 

London at the time was crowded. 
Country cousins and foreigners from 
every clime walked the streets and filled 
the public conveyances. Camera fiends 
by the hundred paraded the thorough- 
fares, and expressions of admiration of 
the fine buildings and the magnificent 
decorations could be heard on all sides. 
The ordinary Londoner, who usually 
hurries along the street, or lounges, as 
the case may be, was practically ousted 
during what was commonly called '‘cor- 
onation week,’’ and the only space 
where he could walk was the gutter, and 
even then he experienced no little diffi- 
culty in reaching his destination. Haste 
was quite out of the question, for the 
crowds of sightseers locked one at 
every step. Never have I seen London 
so crowded; the crowds alone were one 
of the sights to be remembered, let noth- 
ing be said of the many other attrac- 
tions, of which the decorations formed 
so important a feature. 


Many months previously committees 
had been formed by the different sections 
of this great city, namely, by the munic- 


/ 
ipal‘authorities of the city gf Westmin- 
ster, the city of London an 
don, to discuss the plan of decoration: to

be followéd along the route of the coro- 
nation procession, and magnificent in- 
deed wastthe result of their delibera- 
tions. .. Venetian masts were largely 
employed in the scheme, and I will try 
to give a brief description of some of the 
Streets as they appeared in coronation 


week, 

-In Piccadilly the masts wére painted 
white and were wreathed with ever- 
greens, having at the top a crown of 
gold and red. Some distance beneath 
the crown, evergreens were arranged in 
the shape of a shield, in the center of 
which was a laurel wreath. aaeereees 
from the top corners of the shield were 
red tassels and above the shield flags 
were cunningly draped. The masts 
were connected by garlands of ever- 
greens and roses, the chains extending 
along both sides of the street from 
one end to the other, being caught up 
gracefully at the masts every few yards. 
Colored fairy lights were hidden among 
the green of the garlands, and the houses, 
besides being gaily draped, displayed a 
variety of illuminating devices and de- 
signs. 

St. James’ street was a picture of ar- 
tistic decoration. The clubs and house- 
owners in this street always take the 
matter of its decoration entirely into 
their own hands without interference 
on the part of the municipal authorities, 
and the street is noted for its beautiful 
displays whenever opportunity occurs. 
On this occasion all previous records 
were surpassed. The garlands stretched 
from one side of the street to the other, 
three of the garlands being bunched to- 
gether at intervals midway across and 
caught up in the center and surmounted 
by a crown, as shown in the illustration. 
The houses were draped with crimson, 
purple and royal blue, and as you 
glaneed down the street the effect was 
really charming. 

A street where the decorations were 
of an imposing character was Parlia- 
ment street, Westminster. This is one 
of the finest streets in London and it 
was decorated in perfect taste. Vene- 
tian masts and chains of evergreens and 
roses, with innumerable lamps inter- 
spersed, were looped up along the road- 
way, similar in design to those in Pic- 
cadilly, the main feature being the mag- 
nificent structure called the Canadian 
Arch. Grain was chiefly employed in 
its ornamentation; the whole of the in- 
terior as well as the decoration of the 
columns, and all the outlining being 
carried out by means of it, making with 
the red and gold draperies a tfuly fine 
spectacle,

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Thirtieth Year 
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HE last three years in the history 
of the British Empire have been 
crowded with conspicuous 
events, beginning with the Boer 
war ultimatum of October, 1899, 

and ending, one — say, with the 
coronation of ie dward VII. and 
‘Queen Alexandra in August last. In- 
tense excitement has impregnated the 
very air, sorrow one day and joy the 
mext, and we have indeed been | ving 
at high pews. During the first 
stages of the war, anxiety overthe many 
defeats and failures of British arms in 
‘South Africa filled the minds and hearts 
ofall, and when success came at last 
ithe yey’ | gm or bw went mad with 
joy, and the jubilation that prevailed 
was unprecedented. Then came the 
death of Queen Victoria and the acces- 
sion of King Edward to the throne, and 
after a year of more or less calm the 
great rejoicings at the conclusion of 
peace in June last. 

The culminating point was reachéd 
three weeks later, when on the eve of 
an event which was to have been full of 
gorgeous pageantry and when the whole 
country was seething with excitement 
in anticipation of the coronation of the 
King and Queen, came the news of the 
very serious illness of the King. Ina 
moment the whole aspect of things was 
changed. Inthe early morning of that 
memorable Tuesday we seemed to walk 
on air so light-hearted were we all, and 
there was apparently no cloud in the 
blue, but by noon all our expectations 
had been dashed to the ground and it 
was as if a tremendous thunderbolt 
had overwhelmed us all. 

London at the time was crowded. 
Country cousins and foreigners from 
every clime walked the streets and filled 
the public conveyances. Camera fiends 
by the hundred paraded the thorough- 
fares, and expressions of admiration of 
the fine buildings and the magnificent 
decorations could be heard on all sides. 
The ordinary Londoner, who usually 
hurries along the street, or lounges, as 
the case may be, was practically ousted 
during what was commonly called ‘‘cor- 
onation week,’ and the only space 
where he could walk was the gutter, and 
even then he experienced no little diffi- 
culty in reaching his destination. Haste 
was = out of the question, for the 
crowds of sightseers blocked one at 
every step. ever have I seen London 
so crowded; the crowds alone were one 
of the sights to be remembered, let noth- 
ing be said of the many other attrac- 
tions, of which the decorations formed 
so important a feature.

‘In Piccadilly the masts wére painted 
white and were wreathed with ever- 
greens, having at the top a crown of 
gold and red. Some distance beneath 
the crown, evergreens were arranged in 
the shape of a shield, in the center of 
which was a laurel wreath. Suspended 
from the top corners of the shield were 
red tassels and above the shield flags 
were cunningly draped. The masts 
were connected by garlands of ever- 
greens and roses, the chains extending 
along both sides of the street from 
one end to the other, being caught up 
gracefully at the masts every few yards. 
Colored fairy lights were hidden among 
the green of the garlands, and the houses, 
besides being gaily draped, displayed a 
variety of illuminating devices and de-

St. James’ street was a picture of ar- 
tistic decoration. The clubs and house- 
owners in this street always take the 
matter of its decoration entirely into 
their own hands without interference 
on the partof the municipal authorities, 
and the street is noted for its beautiful 
displays whenever opportunity occurs. 
On this occasion all previous records 
were surpassed. The garlands stretched 
from one side of the street to the other, 
three of the garlands being bunched to- 
gether at intervals midway across and 
caught up in the center and surmounted 
by a crown, as shown in the illustration. 
The houses were draped with crimson, 
purple and royal blue, and as you 
glanced down the street the effect was 
really charming. 

A street where the decorations were 
of an imposing character was Parlia- 
ment street, Westminster. This is one 
of the finest streets in London and it 
was decorated in perfect taste. Vene- 
tian masts and chains of evergreens and 
roses, with innumerable lamps inter- 
spersed, were looped up along the road- 
way, similar in design to those in Pic- 
cadilly, the main feature being the mag- 
nificent structure called the Canadian 
Arch. Grain was chiefly employed in 
its ornamentation; the whole of the in- 
terior as well as the decoration of the 
columns, and all the outlining being 
éarried out by means of it, making with 
the red and gold draperies a tfuly fine 
spectacle, 
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The dome of the arch was of bronze 
and sparkled gloriously in the sun, so 
that it could be seen’from a a dis- 
tance. Inside the arch, in addition to 
the grain decorations, luscious fruits 
were suspended which greatly added to 
its beauty. Then the illumination of 
the arch was most brilliant. In the 
dome and in the pillars to right and left 
were arc lamps and the whole of the 
erection was outlined with innumerable 
colored electric lamps, the interior be- 
ing also superbly lighted. This arch 
was one of the great attractions in Lon- 
don at the time and thousands upon 
thousands, of admirin spectators 
flocked to gaze upon so pleasing a mon- 
ument of Canada’s abundance. An- 
other triumphal arch was erected across 
the south end of Parliament street > 
posite the Abbey, which was heraldic in 
design and a most imposing structure. 

Before leaving Westminster I must 
mention the decorations on Westmin- 
ster bridge, which were very uncommon 
in style. Statues of white stone were 
erected every two or three hundred 
yards. In addition, evergreen chains 
were looped from end to end of the 
bridge, on which Lundreds of colored 
lamps were hung for illuminating pur- 
poses. 

In the heart of the cityjalso the favor- 
ite design of Venetian masts and chains 
of evergreens and roses was carried out. 
At Ludgate Circus, four immense golden 
lions on pedestals were placed, one at 
the corner of each converging street; the 
houses were elaborately decorated with 

arlands of flowers, crimson and royal 
Blue draperies. Standing at the corner

of Fleet street the view was really beau- 
tiful as one looked up Ludgate Hill to- 
ward St. Paul’s Cathedral, which I 
think is worthy of admiration at all 
times. 

At the Bank of England, which I 
might mention for the benefit of those 
who have not visited London, is at the 
corner of a great square into which six 
streets converge, and adjoining which 
are the Royal Exchange and the Man- 
sion House, the decorations were also 
on a very elaborate scale. At all points 
the eye met a blaze of color. In the fore- 
ground, the chains of evergreen with 
countless flags waving in the breeze, 
and inthe background, the buildings 
draped in royal colors. At the Bank a 
most wonderful illuminating design 
was carried out. The whole of the 
building was outlined with myriads of 
colored lights, and at the principal cor- 
ner, facing the Mansion slouse, was an 
immense illuminating device. When 
all these lamps were lighted it wasa 
sight glorious to behold and beyond 
description. From the illustration of 
the Royal Exchange some idea can be 
conceived as to the magnitude of the 
illuminating schemes employed. It 
will be noticed that the whole of the 
building is outlined with lights. 

This brings us to Lombard street, the 
street of immense wealth, where nearly 
all the great banks have their chief 
offices. Here the decorations were of 
unique character, and they have not yet 
been removed. The bankers restored 
their old signs [see page 1373] and hung 
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them out over their doors, and they are 
both quaint and interesting. The sign 
in the foreground of the illustration of 
this street, on the left hand side is that 
of the Credit Lyonnaise. The design is 
a black head with the shoulders draped 
in white on a magenta background, sur- 
rounded with intricate ironwork. The 
sign in the foreground on the right hand 
side is that of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, and it is a golden bewi on 
head on a shield of dark blue, with a 
crown surmounting the whole. The 
sign of an aachor, to be seen in the dis- 
tance, is that of Glyn, Mills, Currie & 
Co. itis a blue anc or, round which a 
golden rope is entwined with a cream- 
colored background. In addition to 
the signs the street was hung with flags, 
but as it was not in the route that was to 
have been followed no further decora- 
tions were displayed. 

I think the decoration of London 
bridge is also worthy of mention, as it 
was truly gorgeous. At the north ap- 
proach to the bridge is the Sailor King’s 
statue, King William IV., and around 
this frescoes were placed, representing 

eace, with huge golden mermaids at 

he base. At the entrances tothe bridge 
itself, north and south, triumphal arch- 
es were erected bearing appropriate 
mottoes and very pretty in design. The 
roadway was bordered with Venetian 
masts and the usual chains of ever- 
greens and roses, as were also the walls 
of the bridge to the right and left. The 
masts em foyea here were very hand- 
some. ey were white and wreathed 
round with evergreens. At the top was 
alternately a golden crown and a golden

lion rampant. The illumination of the 
bridge was also on a very grand scale, 
arches of red, white and blue lights be- 
ing fixed the entire length of the bridge 
from north to south on either side. 

The South London line of route was 
also ype A decorated, triumphal 
arches being erected and the decorations 
in every respect vying with those in the 
city itself. 

Huge stands were erected long the 
whole route to be followed, and shop 
windows were taken out and filled with 
seats of every description. The stands 
were all decorated in harmony with the 
surroundings and added their quota to 
the mass of color. London was, indeed, 
transformed and became a veritable 
fairyland, to which the glorious weather 
experienced during coronation week 
added charm. 

A great feature of the coronation pro- 
cession in June was to have been the 
military display, which was to have 
been composed of troops from all parts 
of the empire. Contingents from Can- 
ada, Australia, New Zealand, India, 
Fiji, etc., were quartered here in London 
or near London. A large number of 
oriental soldiers were encamped in the 
grounds of the Alexandra Palace in the 
north of London, while several contin- 
gents of colonial troops took up quar- 
ters at Hampton Court. In the accom- 
panying illustration are shown some 
Officers of the Indian contingent en- 
camped at the latter place. Their cos- 
tumes were most picturesque, and the

December 20th. Herewith, is a facsim- 
ile of a design which appeared in an ad- 
vertisement of the Youth’s Companion, 
dated December 4th. In imitating the 
work of Mr. Finkelstein of St. Louis, 
the Boston publishers have apparently 
traced the print. The Santa Claus of the 
Hub is identical with the St. Nicholas 
of the Mound City. They are twins even 
to the uniformity with which they say 
‘thumbs up,” and the resemblance of 
their belt buckles. The Boston artist 
has neglected to provide his Father 
Christmas with leather boots and has 
trimmed him with an inferior quality of 
fur; he has also cut off some of his 
whiskers but there is no mistaking the 
original; it is the same from toe to top. 
Boston gives Santa Claus an addition- 





al load of Companions to wy on his 
back of which the Modern Miller, with 
customary thoughtfulness, has relieved 
him, but under the arm of each is the 
bundle of Christmas presents, one of 
which, ready for instant delivery, is held 
between the forefinger and the thumb. 
Mr. Finkelstein, the eminent St. Louis 
artist, has shown his good faith by at- 
re his signature to the drawing 
and it is significant that the Boston im- 
itator has not done so. It is apparent 
that he has the decency to be ashamed 
of bis plagiarism. This at least is to 
his credit. There is some mystery con- 
nected with the transaction; otherwise 
the Boston imitator would not have been 
able to secure a copy of Mr. Finkel- 
stein’s admirable work, which did not 
appear until the 20th of December, and 
use itas a basis of an advertisement 
which appeared on the 4th of the same 
month, but an artist who would be mean 
enough to steal another’s design would 
not be above practicing occult arts to 
= his nefarious ends. The Youth’s 
Jompanion and its artist have reason to 
feel ashamed of this imitation and Mr. 
Finkelstein of St. Louis should be care- 
ful in the future to so guard and protect 
his art masterpieces, that no envious 
Boston plagiarist can break in and ap- 
propriate them before they have been 
published.

Many have tried to write the story of 
wheat and have failed. Frank Norris 
died before the world had an opportuni- 
ty to pass judgment upon the merits of 
his last novel, the second of his pro- 
posed trilogy of the Epic of the Wheat, 
which has just been published by 
Doubleday, Page & Company. The 
first, The Octopus, was the novel of 
wheat production, dealing with the war 
between the wheat grower in California 
and the railroad. Dreadfully impressive 
and realistic, it fascinated and absorbed 
the reader, but the conditions upon 
which it was founded, if they were en- 
tirely as related in The Octopus, were 
still local and applied temporarily to 
only a comparatively insignificant por- 
tion of the American wheat fields. he 
total wheat crop of California, averaging 
say 33 million bushels, is exceeded by the 
average of North Dakota alone, and is 
but a quarter of that of Minnesota and 
the Dakotas combined. The relations 
between the wheat raiser and the carrier

in southern California while they made 
an excellent basis for a novel, were not 
typical nor, speaking broadly, were they 
of sufficient importance to serve as the 
foundation in fact for a novel which 
pu rted to be the story of wheat pro- 

uction. Strong, thrilling and over- 
whelmingly forceful, The Octopus was 
yet, essentially, a novel of a locali 
rather than that of a wide-spread terri- 
tory such as might have been expected 
of the first of the proposed — As 
a novel it was a brilliant success, but in 
relation-to the production of wheat, it 
was incidental. 


Hap conditions at any time in the his- 
tory of wheat growing in California 
been as related, which is not conceded, 
they would have formed but an Mgr tee 
but, had they nm permanent, they 
still would have lacked in being com- 
mon to wheat raising in America and 
therefore wanting in national color. 
California’s wheat goes its own way to 
its own markets. It does not mingle 
with the vast stream which pours 
across the continent via Chicago and 
the Great Lakes, an the people as 
it flows, its surplus finding a market, 
either in the form of wheat or flour, 
across the Atlantic. This is the great 
American wheat movement; not the 
ears insignificant shipments 
through Pacific ports to China and Jap- 
an or around the Horn to Britain. To 
have been typical; characteristic, na- 
tional, or even perfectly consistent, the 
scene of the novel of production, the 
first of the wheat trilogy, should have 
been in the Dakotas or in Kansas or 
even in the Canadian northwest. Cali- 
fornia is merely a wheat pocket, so to 
speak, with local peculiarities, full of 
dramatic possibilities upon which to 
build a novel of character, but wholly 
without significance in relation to the 
world’s wheat. To this extent, there- 
fore, the first of the a lacked 
breadth and color and was disappoint- 
ing to those who expected Mr. Norris to 
tell with his matchless art the story of 
the immense American wheat field rath- 
er than that of a few Californian acres. 


In The Pit, Mr. Norris has fully 
greseee the entire subject. No longer 

oes he deal with mere eddies in the 
current, he sees the whole, vast, over- 
whelming stream; views it from its 
sources in the far north and .the west; 
and watches it converge into a mael- 
strom of speculation in Chicago. Here 
for the period required to tell his story, it 
is controlled, checked, manipulated and 
held for such keen analysis and observa- 
tion as he alone could make and, then 
sweeping over all artificial barriers 
made by its would-be masters who seek 
to make it subservient to their ambi- 
tions, it crushes down all opposition by 
its very aemenets, overwhelms the 
manipulators and flows on in its ap- 
pointed course to feed the world as God 
so intended, destroying those who 
sought to hold it back. The Pit is the 
story of a great corner in wheat; rather 
the story of many great wheat corners 
that have been and of those which are 
to come as well. It is a composite pic- 
ture of the Leiter ‘'deal’’ and many 
‘deals’ before that famous one. The 
theme is trite, perhaps, but in Norris’ 
hands it is as new asif it had never 
been written of before.

ly, puts his powerful intellect and his 
enormous financial resources, into the 
creation of a Titanic, world-embracing 
wheat corner, is told with a vividness 
and strength, which is amazing. Truth 
and fidelity to historical accuracy show 
in every paragraph. Not one ‘'deal’”’ but 
the many are pictured in the magnifi- 
cent struggle of Jadwin to control the 
ome. There are side stories of love 
which are interwoven with that of the 
speculator. With these, the readers of 
the Northwestern Miller, practical peo- 
ple familiar with the details of the great 
corners of the past and participators in 
many of them, will scarcely concern 
themselves so much will they find to 
fascinate them in the main movement of 
the novel, which flows in and out and 
around the well-known Chicago Board 
of Trade.

‘tHis wealth increased with such stupe- 
fying rapidity that at no time was he 
able to even approximate the gains that 
accrued to him because of his corner. 
It was more than twenty million and 
less than fifty million. That was all he 
knew.”’ 


THEN the speculator attempts to 
‘swing the deal right over into July,” 
against the advice of his associates. 
‘tA pretty fool I’d look like to get out 
now—even if I could. Get out? How 
are we going to unload our big line of 
wheat without breaking the price on us? 
No, sir; not much. This market is go- 
ing up to two dollars.’”’ With these 
words, Jadwin enters upon his final 
move which is to prove his ruin. He 
begins to feel the strain physically and 
financially. He can not sleep and 
has no appetite. ‘tCorner wheat!’’ he 
exclaims to his wife. ‘'Corner wheat! 
It’s the wheat that has cornered me. It’s 
like holding a wolf 4 the ears; bad to 
hold on, but worse to let go.”’ Then be- 
gan his downfall. ‘tIt was the Wheat, 
the Wheat! It was on the move again. 
From the farms of Illinois and lowa, 
from the ranches of Kansas and Ne- 
braska, from all the reaches of the mid- 
dle west, the Wheat, like a tidal wave 
was rising, rising. Almighty, blood- 
brother to the earthquake, coeval with 
the volcano and the whirlwind, that gi- 

antic world-force, that colossal billow, 

ourisher of the Nations, was swelling 
and advancing.’ Jadwin, the Great 
Bull, fought bravely, but he was over- 
borne. e description of the last — 
in the pit when the gigantic corner col- 
lapsed and its author, ruined and phys- 
ically prostrated, was completely over- 
whelmed by his victorious and exulting 
enemies, is a chapter such as only the 
pen of Norris could write. As Jadwin 
is led out of the room Crookes, the 
bear leader, his enemy in the deal, says, 
"They can cheer now, all they want. 
They didn’t do it. It was the wheat 
that beat him; no combination of men 
could have done it—go on; cheer, you 
damn fools! He was a bigger man than 
the best of us.”” 1t was the end of Jad- 
win as a speculator, and the end of his 
great corner in wheat. The Pit should 
be read by every miller and grain han- 
dler in the world. It should be read by 
every speculator who imagines that 
wheat can be successfully cornered and 
its price held beyond legitimate value 
by artificial means. It is not only a 
book to read, it is oneto think upon, for 
its essence is truth. The second of the 
trilogy of the Epic of the Wheat is one 
of the greatest novels of the day and its 
author unfortunately died before its 
value was known. e corrected the last 
— of the book only a month before 

is untimely death. Unless he had 
written the manuscript for the third 
novel of the trilogy, The Wolf, a Story 
of Europe, The Pit will stand as his last 
and greatest book.

As a result of the eye observance 
of Christmas as a holiday the Minneap- 
olis flour output last week decreased 
77,000 bbls. The —, made (week 
of Dec. 27) was 238, bbls, against 219,- 
445 in 1901, and 363,110 in 1900. This 
week the mills are ro ge | much 
stronger and the production should be 
around 350,000 bbls. The advance of 
freight rates on Jan. 1 is, of course, the 
occasion of the comparatively large 
showing, considering the light demand 
for flour. How the mills will run after 
the present week is quite uncertain; 
the tendency will be for them to make 
less flour. 

The flour market last week was fea- 
tureless. At best the sales were small 
and lacked a good deal of equaling the 
output.

REPORTS OF OUTSIDE MILLS 


Special reports from 22 northwestern 
mills (outside of Minneapolis and Du- 
luth) with a daily capacity of 23,400 bbls, 
show that in the week ending Dec. 27, 
they made 101,190 bbls of flour, against 
76,745 in the pags ncaa | week in 1901. 
The foreign flour shipments in the same 
week were 14,086 bbls, against 9,200a 
year ago. 

With most ‘outside mills’’ business 
was very dull last week. A single mill 
of large capacity reported rather a bet- 
ter domestic demand and sales equal 
to its output. The dull condition was 
of course in large part attributable 
to the effect of the holidays. The ad- 
vance in freights Jan. 1, placed buy- 
ers gnd sellers farther apart than ever. 
As @ rule, mills are running — 
strongly mostly on old orders, but in 
January they are likely to slacken their 
pace. About the only redeeming feature 
of the domestic situation was a fairly 
good demand for flour in local territory 
about mills and the active demand at 
full prices for millfeed Usually mills 
reported it impossible to do any export 
business. However, reported some pat- 
ent worked, at close prices. In that re- 
spect it was a decided exception, as 
most bids were far out of line. 


GRINDING OF MANITOBA WHEAT 


In the past week there have been ru- 
mors in circulation that the treasury de- 
partment was about to modify regula- 
tions as to the requirements applying 
to the grinding of Manitoba wheat on 
this side of the line. They appear to 
have arisen from a visit made by 
Charles C. Bovey, of the Washburn- 
Crosby Co., and Herbert Bradley, traffic 
manager for the Millers’ Federation, to 
treasury officials of New York City. 
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The treasury regulations as to milling 
Canadian wheat are no different than 
they have been. One condition apply- 
ing to this imported wheat, not eneral. 
ly understood, however, is that it can be 
blended with home wheat, and by prop- 
er accounting and _ certification, fe 
ground in bond as though it were milled 
alone. For instance, half Manitoba 


_and half Minnesota wheat could be 


mixed and proane together, and the ex- 
ve of one-half the products from 
he mixture would permit the miller 
coe back the duty he has paid in 
mporting the foreign grain. 


CROOKSTON MILL BURNED 


The 250-bb1 mill of D. M. Baldwin, Jr., 
at Crookston, Minn., was burned Christ- 
mas eve, together with 30,000 bus of 
grain eg in the same building. 
The cause of the fire is unknown. The 
watchman left the mill at 7p. m. after 
it had stopped for the day, and coming 
back at 11 o’clock found it on fire. While 
the stock of wheat on hand had been 
drawn down to a low point, in antici- 
pation of a shut-down after Jan. 1, there 
was considerable flour and other stock 
in the building. The loss is placed at 
about $25,000, with $15,000 insurance. 
Mr. Baldwin is now at Crookston in 
connection with the adjustment of the 
loss. He has larger mills at Moorhead 
and Graceville, Minn. 


VISIT OF CHARLES T. FOX 


Charles T. Fox, peseesen manager 
anda director of the Pillsbury-Wash- 
burn Flour Mills Co., Ltd., arrived in 
Minneapolis Wednesday from London, 
and is apending the holidays here as the 
guest of H. L. Little, manager of the 
company. Mr. Fox sailed from Cher- 
prey’ | on the steamship Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse Dec. 14, and had by far the 
roughest voyage in his experience. 

Speaking of flour conditions in the 
United Kingdom, Mr. Fox says that up 
to about a month ago, English millers 
were getting northwestern spring wheat 
at sacrifice prices, and that this, with 
the benefit derived from having the offal 
to sell at good prices at home, gave 
them a decided advantage over Ameri- 
can milled flour. This wheat, accord- 
ing to general understanding, was part 
of that delivered to American specula- 
tions as a result of manipulations last 
summer and fall. 

To retain this wheat in the United 
States would tend to bear the market 
and weaken the speculators in their op- 
erations; hence, it was shipped to Eu- 
rope and thrown on the market at a dis- 
count compared with c. i. f. values. The 
effect was to give English millers just 
the kind of wheat they wanted, and at 
‘'fire sale’’ prices. It placed the Ameri- 
can miller under something of a handi- 
cap for the time being; but then what 
difference did that make to the specula- 
tor so long as he gained his point! 
English millers enjoyed, while such 
wheat was available, an advantage of 
ls 6d@2s per sack over our millers, and 
of course they have been doing a good 
business. 

The comparatively gradual movement 
of the Manitoban wheat crop has been a 
disappointment to receivers on the oth- 
er side, as they had looked for a glut of 
this wheat in their markets that would 
ee them raw material on a very cheap 

asis. As it has been, this wheat is ar- 
riving in normal quantities and being 
readily absorbed, it is not int ye: the 
disturbing factor in the market that was 
anticipated. 

Mr. Fox believes that stocks of both 
wheat and flour are small in the United 
Kingdom, and he is confident of north- 
western mills in the near future doing 
an improved business abroad. Bakers 
and other discriminating buyers want 
our flour, and when not too seriously 
handicapped, American millers can do 
business. 

As to the war tax on flour and other 
cereals, Mr. Fox says that in north 
Britain the sentiment is largely in favor 
of abolishing the tax and a feeling exists 
that it will be done away with, possibly 
next April, when the budget again 
comes under consideration. To the un- 
biased English mind, the tax is ob- 
noxious, and contrary to the traditional 
policy of the country. In the middle 
and south of England the tax finds 
greatest favor. This, in part at least, is 
due to millers and grain importers 
represented there, taking the view that 
the tax favors them. As tothe effects on 
— of flour, board of trade reports 
indicate that they have decreased over 
800,000 sacks (280s) in seven months. 

he general impression in England is 
that one of the first changes in war taxes 
to be made by the English government 
will be a reduction in the income tax, 
which is at present equivalent to about 
6 per cent. 

tnglish millers areno doubt making 
good money. However, up to date this 
has apparently not induced the building 
of new mills or the enlargement of oth- 
ers to any great extent, 
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Mr. Fox looks for South Africa to 

rove a fruitful market for American 

our, and for trade to increase as the 
country develops. Of course the with- 
drawal of the large number of soldiers 
from South Africa reduced the demand 
for flour from that or but that de- 
mand was artificial, From now on the 
demand, which has already manifested 
itself, will be normal, and is sure to 
steadily increase and to develop into an 
important market for flour. It is quite 
certain, in Mr. Fox’s opinion, that Eng- 
land will never = into effect preferen- 
tial tariffs with her colonies. All signs 

oint to a desire on the Hani of England 

o maintain friendly relations with the 

United States. In case of an emergency 
this country would be wanted badly as 
a source from which to draw supplies— 
meat, cereals and other staples. What 
Mr. Fox says in regard England 
adopting preferential tariffs, he thinks 
especially applicable to her newly ac- 
quired territory in South Africa. 

Mr. Fox states that the inquiry and 
demand for northwestern flour is in- 
creasing from such markets as Turkey, 
Malta, Egypt and various Mediterra- 
nean ports, as well as from Baltic mar- 
kets. There have been recent indica- 
tions that restrictions made on flour b 
Turkey would be somewhat modified, 
and that a fair trade might be developed 
in the Levant. These markets usually 
take a clear flour, which is needed to 
mix with French and Russian products. 
Trade with Sweden, Denmark, Norway 
and Finland is growing and these coun- 
tries now furnish aconsiderable market 
for American flour. Sweden levies a 
stiff duty on flour, and with the shortage 
of crops this year in the northern part 
of that country, there has been strong 
pressure in favor of a reduction in the 
duty. Mr. Fox would, therefore, not be 
surprised to see the duty cut in two in 
response to this sentiment. 

In Holland there is still agitation on 
the part of the agrarian party in favor of 
a duty on flour, but the movement seems 
to be still more or less in a state of statu 


uo. 
Mr. Fox, in speaking of the defeat of 
the London Landing Clause bill in Con- 
gress, says that itcame asa great sur- 
prise to importers of London, as they 
supposed thatthe measure was certain 
of passage. 

r. Fox will remain in Minneapolis a 
fortnight and perhaps longer. He visits 
headquarters at this time because of its 
being the dull season of the year, and it 
affords him a splendid opportunity to 
confer with the Minneapolis manage- 
ment.

TRANSPORTATION AND FREIGHTS 


We have received a very neat and 
pretty card from George C. Knoche, 
northwestern freight agent of the Lake 
Shore road, St. Paul, extending New 
Year’s greetings of his company and 
himself. 

A tariff has been issued making 
freight rates on export grain only from 
Rock Island and Mississippi river 
points as follows, in cents per 100 lbs: 
To Boston, Portland, New York and 
Quebec, 19¢; and to Philadelphia, Mon- 
treal, Baltimore, Newport News and 
Norfolk, 18c. 

The offal from Manitoba wheat ground 
in Minneapolis is being exported to 
different European markets, according 
as to where the best price can be se- 
cured. By loading cars to the full lim- 
it with this feed, practically the same 
rate is secured as on flour. Ocean rates 
obtained are also pretty close to the 
flour basis if not quite as low. This 
seems quite a rational way for the trans- 
portation lines to treat the problem of 
disposing of this product. At best, the 
United States miller is handicapped in 
grinding Canadian wheat, and the dis- 
position of the offal abroad, in order to 
get back the heavy duty paid on it, is 
the most difficult problem of the whole 
proposition. If the railroads and steam- 
ships companies can aid a little in rates 
on the offal, they are pursuring a course 
to be commended. 

The equalized differentials in ocean 
rates applied by the steamship com- 

anies to New York, Philadelphia and 

altimore, have lately been working 
pretty smoothly. The companies de- 
— to have ocean rates so that through 
rates from the west to foreign ports, 
will be the same via each of the cities 
named, regardless of Baltimore enjoy- 
ing a 3c differential in inland rates over 
New York and Philadelphia 2c. This 
is done by the ocean rates from these 
two ports being made 3c and 2c higher 
than from New York. Fora while this 
did not work successfully, and the dif- 
ferentials were not equalized. But at 
the present time, it is understood that 
greater success is being met with. Even 
independent steamship companies for- 
merly opposing the arrangement, now 
appear to be conforming to it.

Some book- 
ings of foreign flour, as to the inland 
carriage, have been withheld in — 
tation of rates being made lower than 
the new rates would ——,- Opposed 
to this view and advanced by eastern 
traffic managers, is the one that with the 
roads busy hauling coal and the unusual- 
ly large volume of other traffic, they 
will be well employed and there will be 
no incentive to make prices under tariff. 
From this version, they argue that the 
new basis of all-rail rates is likely to 
be exacted in full until the opening of 
lake navigation in the spring. Should 
that prove to be true, lake rates, if fixed 
at the usual differential under all-rail 
rates, would be on an exceptionally and 
an abnormally high basis. 


ABOUT WHEAT 


The average price of wheat being re- 
ceived by farmers in the northwest is 57 
@b58e per bu for No. 1 and 55@56c for 
No, 2. 

The combined receipts of wheat at 
Minneapolis and Duluth last week 
were 2,200 cars, —* 3,493 in the pre- 
ceding week and 3,042 in 1901. 

A small quantity of Kansas wheat is 
coming to Minneapolis. No. 3 is offered 
on the basis of 70(@7lc—about the same 
as Minnesota No. 3. The quality of 
southwestern wheat is usually too poor 
to make it available.

Since Sept. 20, when the stock of wheat 
at Minneapolis was at low point—1,083,- 
000—it has increased 12,249,440 bus, now 
being 13,332,785, compared with 14,478,960 
a year ago, and 16,837,450 in 1900. The 
aggregate stock of wheat now in Minne- 
apolis and Duluth is 16,852,940, against 
24,029,355 in 1901, 

Minneapolis mills last week ground 
approximately 1,030,000 bus of wheat; 
the receipts (less shipments) were 1,515,- 
000, against 2,733,000 in the preceding 
week and 2,122,000 in 1901. Public stocks 
increased 1,035,000 bus making the 
stocks in store in Minneapolis 13,333,000. 
This week the mills will grind about 
1,520,000 bus. 

— Receipts of wheat at country points 
last week appear to have been uusually 
light. Cold and stormy weather, the mer- 
cury cogeeneens 20° below zero at one 
time, was credited with being largely 
responsible for this. Observance of 
Christmas also was a factor. Some ele- 
vator men say that the farmers have 
marketed more wheat than usual and 
for that reason are now delivering less 
to country elevators. However, this 
may be, country deliveries are now ex- 
pected to run light, perhaps until spring. 

There is a good deal of curiosity on 
’change as to the occasion of a certain 
Minneapolis firm being a steady buyer 
of May wheat. It has been in the mar- 
ket for two months, steadily accumu- 
lating a holding of May, and is now 
credited with being the owner of 6,000,- 
000 to 7,000,000 bus—perhaps a larger 
quantity. Sometimes on an advance 
it is a seller, but not to the extent that 
it buys. The purchases can hardly be 
for its own account, and. the impression 
is that the firm is representing some 
milling concern.

Sales were 
practically all for eastern and local ac- 
count, very little being worked for ex- 
port. With the holiday season at an 
end, millers expect trade will soon take 
on more activity. Shipping orders are 
coming in fairly well, and a steady 
movement continues. he amount for- 
warded last week was 19,305 bbls, of 
which 6,305 was for export. Mills con- 
tinue to find ready markets for all the 
feed made and ata trifle higher prices. 
Cold weather brings prospects of an ap- 
preciable increase in the demand.

There are a few points in connection 
with the last harvest which are inter- 
bere The state of New South Wales, 
which only of recent years has come to 
the front as a wheat producer and still 
more recently as an exporter, heads the 
Australian states this year with the 
largest harvest. The official figures 
are 14,705,733 bus, compared with 16,173,- 
771 in’ 1901. With the exception of the 
preceding year the 1902 yield was a rec- 
ord. Next comes Victoria with 12,113,- 
712 bus, against 17,973,898 in 190t. The 
falling off was much greater than in the 
case of New South Wales, and the ag- 
gregate yield was the smallest for four 
seasons. 

South Australia was last with 8,012,- 
762 bus, compared with the official esti- 
mate for the previous year of 11,253,148, 
which was. proved, however, to be too 
small, the actual crop being about 13,- 
000,000. This gives a total for the three 
states, which are the only ones on the 
continent of Australia to export oversea, 
of 35,000,000 bus. 

On the basis of three-quarters of a 
bushel per acre for seed on the same 
acreage cultivated last season, and five 
bushels ig capita for consumption, 
there will be required for home use 
18,775,000 bus, which would leave 16,- 
800,000 for expert, or the equivalent of 
450,000 tons. These calculations take no 
account of stocks brought over from last 
season, but they were not heavy and 
certainly will be no larger at the end 
of the current year. 

Shipments which have been made and 
provided for by tonnage take all but 
about 70,000 tons of this total, and on 
past experience this is by no means an 
excessive amount to be set apart for 
millers’ oversea flour requirements. 
Of course it is becoming more manifest 
that the present is an extraordinary sea- 
son, and owing to the rise in prices it is 
possible that only a fraction of what was 
needed last year for flour will be sent 
away this season. 

— 





The official data show that the*failure 
of the recent harvests was not solely 
due to red rust and shriveled grain 
caused ~ exceptionally hot weather at 
a critical period—though a good deal 
must be attributed to these causes—but 
to an unfortunate falling off in the area 
of land cultivated in all the states. 

In Victoria the land under wheat was 
1,753,164 acres, or 264,157 acres less than 
in the previous season. Proportiontate- 
ly to the acreage cultivated the actual 
failures from all causes was no greater 
ni the last harvest than in the preceding 
one, but the decline in the breadth of 
land tilled was 13 per cent. 

In New South Wales the acreage was 
1,387,434, a decline of 143,165 acres, equal 
to 9 per cent, andin South Australia 
1,743,452 acres, a decrease of 169,795 acres 
or 8 per cent. In the last named the per- 
centage of failures at the recent harvest 
was 18 per cent, or slightly higher than 
in the previous year, but it will be seen 
that the main cause of the decreased 
yield of wheat was the lessened acreage 
combined, of course, with a lower aver- 
age. 

he total — off in the land culti- 
vated for wheat in the three states was 
577,117 acres or 10 per cent, while the de- 
crease in production represented a de- 
cline of 23 per cent. This pointstoa 
lower average yield in at least some 
parts. 

In New South Wales the average ran 
from 18 bus per acre in favored locali- 
ties to six in country which had but a 
light rainfall, and for the whole state 
the figures were 10 bus. 

In South Australia as high as 16 bus 
to the acre were secured in some dis- 
tricts, while in others the return was 
less than a bushel. For the whole of 
the state the figures work out at 7 bus 
on the acreage and 5.66 on that reaped, 
the decline being nearly a bushel and a 
half. The Victorian average was be- 
tween 6 and 7 bus to the acre. 

* 

During the last few weeks the greatest 
impetus to the upward trend of wheat 
values has been given by the prospects 
of the forthcoming harvest which, in- 
deed, in some parts of Australia, even 
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now is being gathered. It is certain 
that Australis as a whole will not have 
sufficient for home requirements, and 
importations have been arran for 
from America and elsewhere. far. 

it is calculated that some 60,000 tons o 

grain have been arranged for. Oargoes 
can not arrive for about a month and in 
the meantime markets have been ad- 
vancing. There was never very much 
wheat over after the vessels which were 
fixed early in the year had been filled 

and the end of the season has witnessed 
a mad rush for supplies. 

Holders have been well aware that 
foreign in can not arrive for some 
time, and therefore have been making 
the most of the situation. Demand for 
South Australian wheat on the part of 
Victoria and New South Wales, which 
have run almost bare in the matter of 
supplies, has been keen and the price 
has advanced to a level beyond what 
American grain could be laid down 
here for. Inthe eastern states 6s - bu 
has been paid, and many thousand bags 
of new South Australian wheat, some 
still to be reaped, have changed ‘hands 
at from 5s 4d to 5s 8d per bu. 

The market has been excited, and 
millers have been forced to advance the 
— of flour and bran and pollard, 

ill the former has reached £12 per ton 
for prompt and Is 10d for the latter. 
This es tion of course can not last be- 
yond the time that cargoes now on the 
water arrive, but even then a 5s market 
will rule, and at this figure the crop of 
1902-8 will probably be marketed. 

South Australia is the only state which 
has an exportable surplus. Much inter- 
est is evinced in the position of wheat 
and flour in America, and further sup- 
plies from that source are bound to be 
arranged for. There is some talk of the 
duty on breadstuffs neteg removed, but 
there is not much probability of this be- 
ing done.

The New York tariff of 9c to 
the Mississippi river and 23c beyond 
is anemia being cut to 28c on through 
shipments, and itis said that it is not 
specially difficult to secure this rate. 

ere is not much inquiry for export 
rates, and very little flour is being 
booked on account both of the higher 
rates and the holiday season practically 
shutting off business on the other side. 
It was stated late in the week that the 
Great Western was not ag tern the 
new tariffs on grain to the Mississippi 
river and to Chicago.

er of the Oklahoma Milling & Export. 

0., who was here Saturday, says that 
present conditions affecting Oklahoma 
mills are very bad indeed and that mill- 
ing is extremely unprosperous. Most 
of the trouble is directly due to the re- 
adjustment of Texas tariffs on grain and 
flour and the big advances in rates. As 
yet it seems mills scarcely know in

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In the week ended Dec. 27 St. Louis 
mills produced 22,900 bbls of flour, com- 
ared with 29,300 the week previous. 
utside mills, the output of which is 
sold from St. Louis, made 30,000 bbls, 
against 37,300 the week before. 
ot all of the millers complained of 
dull times in the flour trade last week, 
but as a whole the market was a quiet 
one. Including sales of flour in transit 
on a lower rate of freight than is now 
obtainable, even then at close figures, 
the volume of business was larger than 
that of the week before. 

The total amount of sales for Cuba 
was larger than for several weeks and 
they were generally on a paying basis. 
Added to this several round lots are now 
poy figured on for shipment to Cuba 
and it is understood a very small differ- 
ence separates buyers and sellers on 
these. 

Even though eastern freight rates are 
a huge stumbling block in the way of 
European business, the week’s sales of 
both hard and soft. grades were larger 
than those of the previous week. ‘O- 
mestic trade had no redeeming features 
and was about as dull as could be im- 
agined. 

he entire output of millfeed was sold 
during the week. The mills could not 
satisfy the urgent demand that existed 
early last week but which fell off later, 
when shippers withdrew except for such 
lots as they were bound to send forward 
before the close of the year. Even then 
the demand exceeded the supply and the 
market ruled firm in consequence. Not 
having access to any feed produced by 
nearby country mills, shippers are eith- 
er forced to accept the terms laid down 
by the millers or refuse to accept orders.

Mill Owners’ Mutual of Iowa 
The twenty-eighth annual meeting of 
the policy holders of the Mill Owners’ 
Mutual Fire Insurance Co. of Iowa, will 
‘be held at the office of the company, in 
the city of Des Moines, Iowa, Wednes- 
day, Jan. 21, 1903, at 2 o’clock p. m, 
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The market_is,firm™in‘all directions, 
but demand still lags. At the present 
values of flour, no baker in this city 
should sell four-pounds of bread under 
fivepence, but as a matter of fact that 
reasonable price is just now the excep- 
tion and not the rule. This extensive 
cutting in bread is a serious matter for 
the jobbing flour factor, as it stands to 
reason that bakers selling bread at 4d 
to 4%d per 4 lbs, can not possibly use 
any proportion of high-class flour. But 
practically the only flour of that de- 
scription which he has to offer, consists 
of top spring wheat patents, and these 
flours are out of the question at present 
for low-priced bakers’ shops. 

There is no change to record in the 
value of American flour on the Ex- 
change. Importers continue to hold 
top spring wheat patents firmly at 25s 
ex-store, and they warn us that unless 
an unexpected break occurs inc. i. f. 
values, prices must go higher still. To- 
day, while the average value of favorite 
Minneapolis marks was 25s ex-store, 
most importers were assuring their cus- 
tomers that the mills were firm at 23s 
9d c. i. f., the spot parity of which is 25s 
9d, including duty and seller’s commis- 


sion.

The great scarcity of top spring wheat 
patents, from which this market has 
suffered for some time, has had this 
good effect, that at last buyers have 
been stirred up to look up their pur- 
chases, and though there should not be, 
according to the port returns, great 
scarcity in foreign flour, importers’ lives 
are being made a burden by the clamor- 
ous demands of buyers who still have 
flour due them on old purchases. 

The scarcity is very apparent but is 
also rather strange, because during the 
last four weeks receipts of foreign flour 
in the river have averaged 60,000 sacks 
a week, and considering how sensibly 
the relatively high price of top spring 
wheat patents has reduced the demand, 
there should not be the famine of high- 
class Minneapolis and Duluth brands 
of which we now hear. All the same, 
the cry that importers are very short of 
stock, is all but universal. There is 
this to be said, and that is that our re- 
turns are untrustworthy so far as the 
descriptions of flour are concerned. 

The returns do not discriminate as to 
the grade which is entering the port. 
Last week, for instance, we received 
over 5,000 sacks of Hungarian flour, but 
a large proportion of this may have been 
low grade stuff imported for feeding to 
beasts and similar purposes. 

From the port of Odessa London re- 
ceived on an average, say, 10,000 sacks 
of 280 lbs per annum; only a small pro- 
portion of this flour is of high grade, 
the remainder being intended for feed 
and dog biscuits. 

France is quite a free importer of 
flour, but very little of what we have 
been receiving for months has been 
flour fit for selling against English 
country flour. French. millers say they 
can not do business in such grades at 
the price. The flour we are now getting 
from France, is largely low grade which 
is used in place of American red dog 
that has long been scarce here. A cer- 
tain amount of cheap flour we get from 
France that is capable of human con- 
sumption, but this does not go much in- 
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to bakers’ shops; it is sold to corn 
chandlers who retail it to housewives in 
paper packets. 
merican clears are still quite scarce 
and meet a fair demand from country 
millers, who have always been accus- 
tomed to use this grade for giving back- 
bone to their own flour, which is large- 
ly milled from English wheat. The de- 
mand for clears has been so os and 
constant that parcels have been almost 
invariably snapped up ex-ship as soon 
as they got into the river. 
Kansas cables still come quite firm, 
but importers on this side do not seem 


to care to pay 21s 9d c. i. f. for gees pat- .

ents, while ‘buyers on this side look 
shyly at 23s to 23s 3d ex-store for the 
same brands. 

London millers are still busy, but 
mostly on old orders. At least, there has 
not been so much talk of late of fresh 
business. Itis well known, however, 
that up to a few weeks back bakers were 
buying pretty freely of millers in this 
city, and it is quite possible that man 
of the latter have not ——_ up wit 
their orders. At the same time, the out- 
look is not nearly so rosy for the Lon- 
don miller as it was two months oreven 
six weeks ago. 

A month ago foreign wheat was com- 
ing into this port at an average rate of 
over 80,000 qrs a week, against 53,000 
sacks of flour; at the present time, we 
are not getting much over 35,000 qrs of 
wheat and are receiving an average of 
60,000 sacks of flour. From all one can 
see and hear, foreign wheat, and espe- 
cially strong wheat such as our millers 
must grind, is likely to be quite scarce

Russian wheats are fully Is to ls 6d 
dearer in the last fortnight. As navi- 
gation is bound to be seriously inter- 
fered with in the Black Sea through 
this winter, the tendency is likely to be 
harder rather than softer for months to 
come. If American mills in the spring 
wheat districts could make concessions 
now, they probably would win back a 
good deal of trade. 

English country flour is coming into 
London quite freely; the average week- 
ly receipts of this kind of flour, which 
is mostly railed to this city, work out 
during the last three months at 29,997, 
26,940 and 24,016 sacks of 280 lbs respect- 
ively. This is rather above the average 
at this time of year. 

There is nochange to note in the prices 
of country flour, though here, as else- 
where, the tendency is harder. For good 
straight run flour the price still ranges 
from 21s to 22s ex-railin London.

GERMAN DUTY ON FLOUR DOUBLED 


After a session of 18 hours, the Ger- 
man Reichstag on Sunday morning 
passed the tariff bill. It provides for 
the minimum duties on grain with an 
extra 10 marks in the case of barley. 
One member spoke eight hours contin- 
uously. Up to this writing I have been 
unable to get definite information about 
the flour and grain duties, but I under- 
stand that the old duties of 3.50 marks 
on wheat and 7.30 marks on flour have 
been about doubled. As I understand 
the situation, the German government 
may modify these duties by commercial 
treaties with other countries. 


MANITOBA WHEAT EXPORTS 
AMERICAN FLOUR TRADE 


B. J. Rothwell, president of the 
Lawrenceburg Roller Mills Co., and of 
the Bay State Milling Co., who has been 
on this side looking over the trade in 
the interests of his companies, sails for 
Boston from Liverpool Dec. 20. Speak- 
ing of the trade in Ireland, Mr. Rothwell 
says that stocks are not large, so that 
there should be a good outlook for flour 
trade there. The potato crop has been 
poor and people have been forced to eat 
more bread. To summarize the situa- 
tion, Mr. Rothwell says he finds that the 
railway discrimination in America on 
wheat as against flour is working very 
adversely to the interests of American 
flour on this side. Further, he sees in 
the increasing growth of Manitoba 
wheat a most serious danger to the 
prestige of American flour here. In 
places, too, he finds a pews inclina- 
tion to use home-milled flour, even 
though at some disadvantage, on ac- 
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count of the tariff policy of the United 
States which is recognized as workin 
greatly to the disadvantage of the arti- 
sans on this side. Speaking of the re- 
port cabled to the United - States that 
some American millionaires were going 
to erect flour mills in Ireland, Mr. Roth- 
well says he took the trouble to investi- 
gate this matter and found that it was 
absolutely without foundation. The re- 
port seems to have es from the 
action of some pe ge sing real estate 
agents in Belfast, who gained a certain 
notoriety by bonding certain properties. 
The story was started that the properties 
so bonded were to be used for the erec- 
tion of flour mills. 


LIVERPOOL, DEC. 16 


During the last week flour has had an 
hs nen ay tendency, in sympathy with 
wheat, but the full prices to 6d per 280 
lbs advance demanded for United States 
flours on spot and forward has minim- 
ized business to the actual require- 
ments. Strength being most in request, 
springs are most in demand, and in 
some cases have realized a shilling per 
280 lbs advance on recent depressed 
prices. 

Winters are more difficult to move, 
and full prices are only obtainable from 
needy buyers to supply immediate 
wants. Arrivals, though liberal, are so 
little in excess of forward sales that 
there is little or no pressure to effect re- 
sales. 

Home millers, however, have made no 
change in their limits, and as they can 
offer best value, are securing the greater 
part of the current trade. 

Low grade flours are _ practically 
cleared on spot and prospective arrivals 
in the near future should command re- 
cent full prices. Red-dog feeding grade 
is undersold by local substitutes, and 
country millers are turning out to alim- 
ited extent a Fo and cheaper substi- 
tute for second clears. 

Pacific flours have been selling a lit- 
tle more freely. Prices have been ad- 
vanced sixpence from lowest quotations, 
and this checks business.

Flour in the Glasgow market contin- 
ues steady at full rates, but the demand 
is = Canadian patents are offered 
at 22@248; Minnesota straight, 20@2ls, 
and patents, 23/@24s 6d.

THE WORLD’S WHEAT 
By J. W. RUSH, LoNpon, ENG. 


There is a pause in the wheat markets 
just now. he recent rather decided 
rise in American spring wheat in Lon- 
don has brought out larger supplies, and 
buyers are resting on their oars. The 
sudden change to much milder weather 
also may have something to do with the 
quiet oy which, curiously enough, 
is showing itself just at the time when 
supplies generally are falling off. Dur- 
ing the last two weeks, in fact, the 
world’s shipments have dropped to 775,- 
000 ey a week, against an average 
weekly shipment in the previous four 
months of 1,225,000 qrs. 

Looking at the wheat question broad- 
ly, it strikes one that the shipments dur- 
ing the next two months are likely to be 
very moderate, but in view of the large 
stocks in Manitoba and in South Rus- 
sia, and with the probability of liberal 
supplies from Argentina after Feb. 1, 
there can be little doubt that the subse- 
quent shipments will be large. It must 
not be lost sight of, as I pointed out last 
week, that the world’s wheat production 
this year is very large, the effects of 
which are likely to be greater in the sec- 
ond half of the season than in the first 
half. 

The Argentine crop begins to assume 
considerable importance. The harvest 
has begun in many parts of the 
country, and some extraordinary yields 
on trial threshings are reported. The 
weather has been broken during the last 
week, according to cabled —_ but 
today the news is that the outlook is ex- 
cellent, and there can be little doubt, if 
the weather remains favorable, that the 
crop will be a record one, with a surplus 
of from 2,000,000 to 2,500,000 tons. 

I notice that in my letter in the North- 
western miller of Dec. 3 the types made 
me yA previous largest export was 
3,100, in 1900, following the 1899 crop. 
This should have read 2,100,000. 

Business has been done within the 
last few days in new La Plata wheat for 
January-February shipment, 61% lbs 
per bu guaranteed, at 28s 3d per 480 lbs 
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c. i. f., while for February-March ship- 
ment ‘‘faq” wheat is offered at 27s. 
For similar shipments, south Russian 
wheats are offered freely at 27s 6d@ 
29s 6d, according to quality. These, 
then, are the prices with which Ameri- 
can sellers have to compete, and by 
opengeeeren make the present price of 
the American article seem rather high. 

The future demand for wheat for Ger- 
many is not likely to be very large, 
judging from the recent estimates of the 
creps in that country, which are as fol- 
lows:

The harbor at Port Arthur was still 
open ten days ago and no ice was in 
sight, which is evidence that the season 
of navigation at Canadian ports could 
be extended without any great risk to 
vessels so far as this end of the route is 
concerned. 

The Northwest Grain. Dealers’ asso- 
ciation has issued a circular giving an 
estimate of the Manitoba and northwest 
wheat crop for 1902.

Receipts of flour were 7,781 bbls 
against 10,317 the previous week, and 
4, a year ago. 

The stocks of flour in store continue to 
decrease, being 8,204 bbls—almost 1,000 
less than a week ago. This is slightly 
over 44 per cent of what the stock of 
flour was a year ago.

H. J. Klingler & Co., Butler, Pa., Dec. 
27: The receipts of buckwheat grain 
have shut off entirely and the demand 
for buckwheat flour has taken a new 
start. There is also a big demand for 
the offal, which will continue and in- 
crease with cold weather. We find a 
great many millers are out of both grain 
and flour and unable to fill their orders, 
as the buckwheat crop around them is 
exhausted, 
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In the week ended Dec. 27, Indianapo- 
lis mills produced 7,310 bbls, compared 
with 11,650 the week previous, and 9,090 
a year ago. 

The decrease in output of 400 bbls of 
flour by Indianapolis mills last week, 
as compared with the week previous, is 
accounted for by the fact that all the 
mills were closed down from Wednesday 
evening until Friday morning, and the 
largest mill decided to remain down for 
a couple of weeks to enable business to 

ull itself together. The other mills, 

owever, have enough orders to keep 
them going for a while, with an occa- 
sional new one coming in. 

Exporting might be termed a lost art. 
This week there is no perceptible pros- 
pect of its revival. Domestic flour trade 
also is at a standstill, but this is not 
unusual at this season of the year. All 
millers expect business to shape itself 
after the holidays. 

Mills were paying 73%(@74c for No. 2 
red wheat Saturday. In former years, 
farmers offered freely before the holi- 
days, but this season they evidently 
had enough money without selling their 

rain. 

. The demand and price for feed week 
by week is steadily increasing. Last 
Saturday, Indianapolis mills were sell- 
ing feed on a basis of $15.50 and $15.75 
per ton for eastern shipment, and for 
sacked stuff were getting $1.25 addition- 
al. As compared with a week ago the 
price advanced 25c a ton. 

Indianapolis flour prices Saturday 
were quoted thus: patent, $3.55@3.65; 
straight, $3.25@3.35 per 196 lbs in wood 
for domestic shipment. Compared with 
a week ago the foreign prices are five 
cents higher. ’ 

Mills situated in other parts of Indi- 
ana, also in Ohio and Kentucky, report 
about the same export trade conditions 
as do Indianapolis mills, but the ma- 
jority did a fair domestic business last 
week, and wheat moved more freely 
than in this city. 5 

A light covering of snow which pre- 
ceded the sudden drop in temperature 
was sufficient to protect the growing 
wheat plant in the Ohio valley, and re- 
ports regarding its condition are quite 
favorable. 

Stocks of wheat in Indianapolis ele- 
vators at the close of business Saturday 
amounted to 342,140 bus; an increase of 
16,290 compared with the week before.

The use by the mills for the week end- 
ing Saturday of 54,000 barrels, ws mee ra ol 
ed the consumption of oo mately 
260,000 patent hoops, 143, hickory 
hoops and 72,000 wire hoops. 

The Antigo (Wis.) Hoop & Stave Co. 
in incorporating with ,000 capita 
stock, takes over the plant of the Antiguo 
Hub & Mfg. Co. The company will turn 
out hoops and staves, and seek a mar- 
ket for them largely in Minneapolis. 
Winter conditions have come earlier 
than usual at Antigo and are favorable 
for getting out timber. 

The prospects are that in a compara- 
tively short time, northwestern millers 
will have to pay more for flour barrels. 
When old contracts for stock run out, it 
looks as though coopers would have to 
pay higher prices for their raw material 
and when this occurs, they will be com- 
pelled to ask more for barrels. 

Despite the fact that the mills were 
idle Christmas day, the barrel sales of 
Minneapolis shops last week were — 
about 3,000 smaller than in the preced- 
ing week. This left the sales much 
lighter than a year ago, but ahead of 
those in 1900 and 1899. The make of bar- 
rels for the week exceeded the sales by 
4,000, that number going into store. For 
the current week, the chances are for 
rather smaller sales. During Decem- 
ber, a year ago, business with Minne- 
apolis shops was ey fag ey A good. 
In the week ended Dec. 14, for instance, 
their sales of barrels were 131,875. They 
continued to do a much larger business 
than usual all through the winter, the 
consumption of wooden packages being 
comparatively heavy > to April.

The choicest wheat is 
still very scarce and can not be had for 
less than 93@94c per bu. Millers were 
entirely satisfied with the milling situ- 
ation and confidently look for much bet- 
ter trade during Januuary at advanced 
prices. The advance of ten cents a bar- 
rel two weeks ago will certainly be in- 
creased for the reason that good milling 
wheat is bound to go higher soon. 
Flour made from sprouted wheat has 
appeared in the form of '''tsticky”’ bis- 
cuits in the restaurants of the southeast, 
and consumers are protesting against 
the imposition. Of course their protest 
reaches ‘he millers and the jobbers and 
is forcing upon them the fact that they 
must be very careful to get flour made 
from sound milling wheat. 

Jobbers report that more flour of good 
grades will be sold in Atlanta and vi- 
cinity in the next three weeks than has 
been sold during the last three months. 
Bat flour is high. I hearof a mill in the 
west which offers to deliver five thou- 
sand barrels of high patent flour here 
at $3.85 per bbl. Soft winter patent was 
quoted last week at $3.75@3. some as 
high as $3.90; straight at $3.40@3.50; 
clear at $3.15@3.20. Prices are expected 
to advance 10@l5c per bbl within two 
weeks.

White oats, by reason of damage, bring 
only 42c per bu. Very little trade in 
oats.

The ge 
was held to see if something coul 
be done to expedite the movement of 
traffic. Representatives of the transpor- 
tation companies explained the difficul- 
ties under which the railroads of the 
country were laboring by reason of the 
unparalleled amount of freight offered 
for transportation, and said they were 
making every effort to relieve the situa- 
tion.

Representative Mann of Chicago is to 
write the report for the committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce, favor- 
ing the passage by the House of the 
amended department of commerce bill. 
The report will be ready for publication 
about the time Congress reconvenes, 
next Monday, and will contain the 
strong arguments in favor of the House 
bill as they are seen by the committee. 
It is not understood that there will be 
any friction between the two houses. 
The Senate, as I understand the situa- 
tion, will accept the House bill without 
debate. The chief thing, therefore, is 
the enppriaes.| of time in the House for the 
proper consideration of the question. 

Representative Mann, when asked for 
a statement regarding the House and 
Senate bills, made the following reply: 

‘'The House bill provides for a bureau 
of corporations and a bureau of insur- 
ance, and leaves out the offices of the 
commissioner of navigation, steamboat 
inspection, the life-saving service and 
the shipping commissioner. 

‘The most important difference be- 
tween the two bills is found in the pro- 
vision of the House bill for a bureau of 
corporations. While the bill only vague- 
ly outlines the duties of this bureau, it 
is believed that it can be made of the ut- 
most service to Congress in compiling 
and presenting in convenient form data 
concerning corporations, suggesting 
practicable and desirable legislation, 
and possibly in pointing out the unde- 
sirability of other proposed legislation. 
The committee believes that the creation 
of this bureau will afford the President 
an opportunity to install as its chiefa 
man in sympathy with his position re- 
garding trusts, and who would, in the 
event that trust legislation other than 
mere statutory amendment is enacted, 
be in position to carry it into operation. 
Such a bureau would be especially val- 
uable should a measure pass providing 
for the publicity of trust statistics. 

'tThe committee believes that the bu- 
reau of insurance provides the means of 
supervision of a vast industry of which 
the government has thus far taken no 
official notice. Such a bureau can be 
made effective in much the same way 
as that outlined for the bureau of cor- 
porations, and may be the means of di- 
minishing the frauds now praticed by 
untrustworthy and dishonest insurance 
companies. 

‘'A number of those bureaus for whose 
transfer to the new department the Sen- 
ate bill provided, have been found, on 
examination, to be so closely related to 
the departments of which they now are 
parts, as to make transfer unwise.”’ 

Mr. Mann was asked regarding the 
alleged opposition of organized labor 
to the incorporation of the bureau of la- 
bor into the new department, the House 
committee having decided to retain this 
feature of the Senate bill; and he re- 
plied... .. 

‘tI believe that where such opposition 
has existed among laboring people it 
has been founded on a misapprehension 
of the facts. The department of labor 
as now constituted, is a department in 
name only, and has no representation 
at the cabinet table. As a bureau of the 
new department it would be represented 
among the President’s advisers at all 
times by a member of the cabinet, who 
would naturally further its interests on 
all occasions, because of his desire to 
see his department move forward, if for 
no worthier motive. This cabinet offi- 
cer would come into closer touch with 
labor than does any cabinet officer with 
the departments as at present arranged. 
It is the judgment of the House commit- 
tee that isolated bureaus and depart- 
ments never prosper to the same degree 
as those incorporated into the large ex- 
ecutive departments headed by cabinet 
officers. ith a bureau of lator under 
a secretary of commerce, the labor in- 
terests of the country would be brought 
more prominently before the President 
and Congress than ever would be possi- 
ble under the existing arrangement.”’ 

Mr. Mann agrees with the suggestion 
in this correspondence recently, that the 
House amendment to the. bill, giving 
the President the power, whenever in 
his judgment such a step is necessary, 
to enlarge the scope of the new depart- 
ment by the transfer of other bureaus 
from existing departments, is of great 
importance, and insures the building up 
ofa department of dignity and influ- 
ence, no matter how narrow its scope 
may be made by Congress at the present 
time. 

The law, when passed, will be known 
as the Nelson law, from the senior sen- 
ator from Minnesota, who evolved the 
idea and drafted the original bill and 
put it through the upper house. 

Notes of pessimism are struck occa- 
a ag A by friends of this legislation, 
who think they see a disposition on the 
part of certain influences in Congress to 


delay, or actually defeat it. But this at- 
titude is believed to be unjustified by 
the facts as at present exist ng. So far 
as can be seen now, it is the intention of 
the House to pees the House bill, thus 
complying with the President’s urgent 
recommendation, and of the Senate to 
accept that bill without serious question.

The week’s 
output of the three local mills was 16,250 
bbls, against 25,225 the previous week 
and 24,000 a year ago. All the mills 
will be running full time this week and 
all report trade prospects uniformly 
good. 

Sales have been small, both on do- 
mestic and foreign account. Natural 
causes are held accountable for this, as 
domestic distributers quite generally 
are busy with annual or semi-annual in- 
ventories and the foreigner as usual is 
re the holiday season during 
which all business affairs are relegated 
to the past or deferred to the future. 
Even the eastefn buyers seem to be 
holding off, although in the nature of 
things there is no prospect that orders 
placed here now could be filled and for- 
warded to destination within an ordina- 
rily reasonable time. 

Flour prices hold stiff despite the ab- 
sence of trade. The firm tone of the 
wheat market of course has been a help, 
while the prospect of a good demand 
after the stock-taking period is also 
counting for flour valuers. The sprin 
wheat sorts are in the best demand an 
are relatively firmer than the winter 
wheat but no quotable reduction has 
been made in either during the last 
week. 

Local spring patents are worth $3.35 
(@3.40 in bulk, and there is more pros- 
pect of a firming up of prices than of a 
decline. 

Winter wheat flour is a trifle easier in 
tone than the spring but no concessions 
have been made in prices. Best hard 
pogerd gm in jute are held at $3.40@ 
3.45 and best soft patents at $3.457@3.50 
in jute. No change has been made in 
the list or sale price of the Minneapolis 
brands of spring wheat flour.

Relative to the flour business of Chi- 
cago for the year, W. H. Stevens, mill- 
ers’ agent writes: I am not sure that the 
Northwestern Miller would like to pub- 
lish my views in case they were fully 
stated but will say briefly that the gen- 
eral conditions of the flour trade at this 
time do not differ greatly from those of 
years just preceding. In my opinion 
the country millers have not fared near- 
ly so well in the Chicago trade as last 
year or previous years. I do not believe 
also that this market is in a better, or 
even in as good, condition as a year 
ago. Consignments were 7 light for 
several months, as compared with pre- 
ceding years, owing, I think, to the un- 
reasonably short time allowed by the 
railroad companies for the sale, inspec- 
tion and removal of flour after its arri- 
val at Chicago or in its vicinity. The 
uncertainty as to the accomplishment of 
all of this within the prescribed 96 hours 
is practically an embargo on consign- 
ments. 

W.J.Irvin, manager H. H. Kohlsaat 
& Co., wholesale bakers, says of the 
year’s business: It is my opinion that 
the sales of flour have not been as large 
during the past year as during 1901, nor 
do 1 believe the outside mills have in- 
creased their sales here. This is due 
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largely to the arbitrary ruling made by 
the railroads. The ruling has made the 
country millers timid about shipping 
to this market. 

A MILL ON STILTS 


During the last several weeks the Star 
& Crescent mill of this city has stood 
on jackscrews and has been carefully 
watched by all concerned. Some time 
ago the street in front of the mill was 
given over to Chief Engineer a 
of the Soteng? board who began the 
construction of a new bascule bridge to 
span the Chicago river. The excavat- 
ing was carried to a great ~—— in fact 
thirty feet below the city datum, and 
steel cofferdams were built. The ground 
infront of the mill was entirely re- 
moved and with the river on the east the 
mill has stood high and dry though op- 
erating under possibilities of momenta- 
ry destruction should the piling give 
way. 

So careful were the contractors in 
watching the mill, which stood on 150 
jackscrews and was braced by the use 
of chains and blocks, that observations 
and surveys were taken every two hours 
on certain me bs At one time the entire 
structure, which is composed of brick, 
was raised an inch to keep it level. The 
work is now about completed and the 
possibilities of an accident are practi- 
eally over. 

The new bridge is the largest of its 
kind in the west. There are 523 piles 
under its pier. On account of the total 
loss of the front entrance tc the mill and 
the —s loss of city trade, the Star & 
Crescent Co. is seeking through the 
courts damages in the sum of $200,000.

The Milwaukee flour market was dull 
last week, and at the close millers quoted 
hard spring patents in wood at $3.85@ 
3.95. The production of flour was cur- 
tailed, five of the mills running on half 
time while two were shut down, and 
much time was occupied in taking 
stock, in addition to overhauling ma- 
chinery and making necessary repairs. 
Domestic demand was light, as a rule. 
No export was worked. 

The praduction for the week in Mil- 
waukee was 132,300 bbls, against 36,600 
the week preceding, 39,900 last year and 
45,575 in 1900. The total for the month 
of December was 132,300 bbls, against 
191,250 the month before, 176,350 in 1901 
and 203,585 in 1900. The total output for 
the year was i,892,625 bbls, against 2,240,- 
146 the year preceding and 1,963,919 in 
1900. 

The receipts of flour for the week were 
44,185 bbls, against 40,375 the week be- 
fore and 23,050 last year, and since Jan. 
1, were 3,648,500 bbls, against 2,912,580 in 
1900. Shipments from Milwaukee for 
the week were 76,855 bbls, against 71,200 
the week previous and 40,190 last year, 
and since Jan. 1 were 4,376,569 bbls, 
against 4,025,518 last year. Of the quan- 
tity oe from Milwaukee last week, 
57,780 bbls went across the lake.

mill syndicate, to obtain from McIn- 
tyre’s principals $200,000 for the mill and 
in consideration of this secret agree- 
ment agreed to concur in the sale of the 
mill for $150,000. It is alleged that in 
the fall of 1898 the Hixon executors and 
their associates entered into an agree- 
ment authorizing W. W. Allis to sell the 
mill at not less than $200,000, but that 
Mr. McIntyre refused to buy at that fig- 
ure, and itis further alleged that in 
April, 1899, all of the parties interested 
in the mill, except the plaintiffs, agreed 
to sell it for $150,000. It was sold at that 
figure, Mr. par ety So being notified that 
the consent of the Hixon executors to the 
sale had not been obtained. On this ac- 
count it is claimed he agreed to indem- 
nify William W. Allis from any loss on 
account of Mr. Hixon’s claim. It is 
prayed that the suit be dismissed. 


WISCONSIN 


Herewith are letters from a number of 
Wisconsin millers relative to the year’s 
business. Questions were asked wheth- 
er or not profits were satisfactory, if the 
production of flour was increased, and 
what the ng ngs gr drawback in millin 
in the state is at the presenttime. Wit 
few exceptions the replies indicate a 
better year than the previous one. The 
amount of flour made by many shows 
an increase over 1901. The J. P. Dous- 
man Milling Co. of De Pere advances 
the belief that millers, as a rule, do not 
know half the time what they are doing, 
as regards the cost of producing and 
selling flour. J. W. Taylor of Barron 
speaks of the better class of farmers that 
is a in his part of the state, while 
other millers decry the low prices on 
flour made by mills in Minnesota and 
the Dakotas. Several mention the ad- 
visability of a strong state millers’ as- 
sociation which can not be claimed at 
present owing to the lack of interest 
manifested. 

J. P. Dousman ey | Co., De Pere: 
While the demand for flour was excep- 
tionally good and sales were fully up 
to capacity, profits were very small on 
account of competition with millers who 
think they are making a profit when 
they are not and offer their product for 
less than cost. If millers would devote 
more money and time to accounting and 
less to guessing, they would correct 
many abuses in the business. Many 
millers well posted on the manufacture 
of flour co not keep their books in such 
shape as tu know what they are doing in 
a financial way. 

Blodgett Milling Co., Janesville: Our 
output for the year exceeded that of any 
previous year. ‘There have been no 
great margins on our two products, rye 
and buckwheat flour. 

Belle City Milling Co., Racine: The 
business of 1902 was good. We look for 
good erry during the next six 
months, also higher prices. The great- 
est drawback is lack of concerted action 
among millers and the cutting of prices. 

Jackson Milling Co., Amherst: Our 
trade for the year was about the same 
as last year; that is, very good. 

H. E. McEachron Co., Wausau: We 
had all the business we could take care 
of. The only drawback to milling in 
this section is too much competition. 

Jackson Milling Co., Stevens Point: 
The milling business was fairly good 
last year; the greatest drawback we find 
is the cutting of prices on flour by some 
of the Minnesota mills. 

Hillsboro Mill Co., Hillsboro: Our 
business was about the same as usual. 
Feed was high and sold readily. Flour 
sold slowly. 

Oriental Mills, Manitowoc: The mill- 
ing business was good last year as re- 
gards demand—not profits. he great- 
est drawback is low prices.

Galesville Milling Co., Galesville: 
The milling business was very good. 
We made about 25 per cent more flour 
thanin 1901. Millers do not get well 
enough acquainted with each other and 


are always trying to give the other fel- 
low a dig. They should be better or- 
ganized. 


Ford Milling Co., Janesville: Busi- 
ness was much larger in volume, and 
profits were better than a year ago. 

J. 8. Loberg Milling Co., Nelsonville: 
Business has been the best for man 

ears. Profits have been larger and col- 
ections better. 

J. W. Taylor, Barron: Business has 
been very good. I sold 15 per cent more 
flour in 1902 and at better prices than in 
1901. A better class of farmers are set- 
tling here. They raise more wheat and 
use more bran. 

R. Hooper & Son, Lake Mills: The 
—= 1902 was the poorest we have had 
‘or some time. The. greatest drawback 
is the fact that Minnesota mills sell 
ae at cost or less in order to make a 
sale. 

Necedah Flour Mill Co., Necedah: 
The — business last year was 
good. Profits also were good. Pros- 
pects are better. 

The Globe Milling Co., Watertown: 
Business was good. Plenty of orders 
kept us running full time, although we 
could have stood an increase in mar- 
gins. Every other industry is getting 
some share of benefit from the prosper- 
ous times, but it seems that millers al- 
ways have made plenty of money, so 
why advance prices. 

Kresstach & Brand, Palmyra: The 
milling business was not very favorable 
on the old crop but improved considera- 
bly on the new. Profits were small ow- 
ing to the high prices of good grades 
of milling wheat and rye.
